We 
BDspect lit the present moment most pco 
pie find it ratber difficult to judge how 
mailers stand in Cuba. la the course 
of a week wo have a Cuban Bepublio 
with Queaada at its head, and the inland 
nearly cleared of Ibe Spaniards ; and 
then we have the insurgents routed, 
their guns ull captured and Qaosada 
shot } CepedoB, we presume, having 
takoD to his logs. Tbo readers of these 
items of news wonld laugh no doubt 
if It did not occur to the Ihom that 
meauwhilo a eyetom of the most hor^ 
rible butchery that over disgraced Iho 
annals of any country other than Da- 
homey, is being carried on by the con- 
tending parties ; ibut towns are being 
Backed and reduced to asbof, nnd help, 
less "Womoa and children driven from 
their homes to die in the woods for 
want of food and eholtor. African 
Bavages, hitherto slaves, are being 
hounded on to the nQOst horriole crimes, 
revolting to every feeling of humanity.

Makt of onr readers muy porhapn 
be awuro that in government, as in ev> 
ery thing else, there is a large amount 
ofclnpvtrap. Thus, when a new tax 
is sought to ho imposed, some promin- 
ent mornbor of Iho party in power im- 
mediately rniikc8_ ft warlike 8])eeeh, 
■which others on Iho same nido PU|iporL; 
end tho loader of the jjarly makes a 
long oration, which may bo lakon for 
endorsement or opposition, as llio min- 
istor may afierwurdn find it to bin 
interest to make it appear. In ihiH 
way Mr. Suii.ner's ppceoh on tho Ala- 
bama claims hag unsworod its purpose; 
how, tho Secretary of the Trea.-ury 
might perhaps bo ablo to answer; but 
as we oaoDolput bim Id tbe witness- 
box, wo can only oonjeotiiro. What- 
ever tbe object in view, it hat probs 
ably been attained, as tbo Senate is 
now bodly engaged io throwing Mr. 
Bamoer overboard, and have detailed Mr 
Butler to do it. Wore the Americans 
. not tbe most nnsopbisticaied people in 
the world tboy would easily penetrate 
tbe very thin veil that covers tbo Ao. 
CUi- pocus of govornmonl tao'ici^. But- 
lor and Sumriuf being well known to 
bo playing in tlio giimo for tho same 
party ends, yumnef gets up and says 
that the puliry HUin of tho claiinu ae>^ 
taally utatoij to bo duo on die dopro- 
dations by tho Alabama, do not form 
tho tithe of what England owes to the 
United Slates.

Buffioient time before tbo lens of tbe 
lantern of Amerioan opinion, ( a num- 
ber of dlDagreeable reflections jn the 
8 hope of the Fenian raid olaimi, tho 
Paplneao rebellion claim, and namorous 
lesser lighta, having somewhat dimmed 
its brilliancy) tbo slide of General 
Butler is substitated by which it is 
Hbown that there is a very grave doubt 
existing as to whether England is at all 
to blame in the matter, the Federal 
Government itself having admitted tho 
belligerency for which it was proposed to 
hold England accountable. All this is 
dreadlully like a penny show, and cer'- 
taiuly not tbe kind of diplomacy wo 
should look for from a great nation like 
the United States. If, however, it 
ploasCB the people who pay so dearly for 
it, we don't see what dilTerenco it can 
make to us. The English people, the 
peO[)le of this Colony, and the people of 
the United States, understand each other 
very well; it may bo that we should like 
to sec onr relatives in better bauds; that 
wo would rather bolicvo them what we 
thought of them iu years gone by — the 
most successful Republic that tho world 
ere saw. But alas I for human frailty; 
a, Republic, the most beautiful and per- 
fect government e»er dreamed of, is too 
perfect for tbe present age, even with all 
its wonderful enlightenmeut; we shall 
have to wait another thousand years and 
by that time all public officers will be 
models of virtue, and will seek only the 
advancement and prosperity of tbe 
nation they are called upon to serve. 
Presidents will then be nothing less than 
saitits, and office-seekers will have dis- 
appeared from the scene. Until that 
time shall come, we bad better try aueb 
governments us give security to life and 
property, and the nearest approach to 
justice. There are certaintly none of tiie 
existing government iufallihlo, but there 
are some that are better than others, and 
they are certainly not Republics. Some 
factitious individual has suggested tbe 
idea iliut wo wore '•'sandwiched'' by the 
United States; perhaps wo are, and if so, 
we form the meat.

oalled) is a Hysqiatt loditta ; be does not 
seem to be mised ap in the tribe quaireli ; 
the other wiines) is a brother of tbe chief ol tbe 
tribe; when I nturned a tbird time to the 
wreck 1 found five bodies; four of these 
bodi'ii 1 cuuld not tell w!ioih-r thoy were 
■white or not ; the filth was that of a large 
wliiio nian ; thfy were ail lying on the beach; 
all [ha Ijodiis were naki'd except one, 
wbicli bad ihe drawers on; iho heads were 
all ol] and I saw now signs ol them aoy- 
wliere. 

'J'o tho Court— Tbe bodies were Ijing at 
high water mark ; three lodiins helped me 
to cany tbe remains into tbe bosb where I 
baried taem ; toe plaon whern I tonnd these 
bodies 1 went over on the occasion of my 
first visit; the bodies were not then there ;

From tho Prairie Farmor, Wlaconiln. 

Difleroot planis appropriate different enbi 
slanaufl. Botaiion of crops and euiiahle 
msDuro judiuiously applied to his own par* 
tioalar soil, with good clean tillage and good 
seed, will do more towarda enriching tbe far- 
mer's land and bimoelf, Ihan any other 
known method; and it is very surprising 
tbat this prize, placed bo easily witbin tho 
farmer's roach, is not grasped with a more 
eager bean and hand. 

Another object of the farmer sbonld be to 
preserve the richness of the eoil, and attempt 
the destruction of all weeds and intoctsi 

As a general thing, tbe soil ia too ronoh 
overcropped with wheat, and the land ia per- 
fectly worn out with this partloalar grain, 
and as a natural consequence, all manner of 
foul and troublesome weeds take its place, 
Clean cultivation and a rotation of crops is a 
sad (neglect farmer. However plcntilully 
land rosy bs miiDured, a successirn of the 
same kind of crops should never be grown 
in the same places. IMaoure, in tbo Brat 
place, ought to be applied, after wbicb give 
it a good, deep tillige. Plant with euro, 
next with barley, then wheat, then oatK, 
plowing for wheat in tbe fall, about half the 
depth you did for corn; than manure again, 
plant corn, then barloy, and eoed lo clever. 
Take cfl one crop, HUinmer fallow with the 
oext oiop, plow again in ,tlia fall, and sow 
to wheal; ulior which commence as at first 
to raacuro, then corn, etc. 

Depind upon it, this rotati on will keep 
your Isnd as it ought to be, and yield you 
rich returns. II you have two or tlireo 
I'ii'lds, kodp this rulatioii going ou in theui 
all. For instance, tlie first year jou can 
have uuro in oje, wheat io another ; and 
the next year, with this rotation you will 
bave a change io them all again. 

Wheat never ought to be covered at a 
greater depth than one inch, oats one and a 
half incbea, and corn two inches. B irley 
ought 10 he rolled immediately afier sowing 
and covering ; oalp, cover. W heal ougtit to 
be roiled, if the soil ia a rich deep loirn ; 
otherwise, not. Ono and three-fourttis bu^hcld 
of wheat ouitht to be sown to \hi acre io 
old laod, orif new, one and a half busbili. 
Corn oD^hi never to grow wiib more than 
four I tilks in the hill ; three, as a general 
thing, n better. Potutoi a ought to bo plant- 
ed in rows three feet u|)nri, and oue piece 
one foot apart in the row, UiU ud only 
oncD ; do not let the ti^ld work prevent you 
Iriiin at;eDdin^ lu lime to your kitchen gar- 
den.

The iltemiU ou ihu Lite ul tlie Viceroy 
of Egyp tt 

Router's news despatch slates that the at- 
tempt on the lite of the Viceroy, on tbe 2nd 
of April, which has hitherto been enveloped 
io such inyf tery thai great doubts bave been 
thrown upon its reality, baa row been proved 
to be an absolu'e tact. A commission com- 
prised of the En;;liBb, French, Italian and Qreoti 
cons'jls at Cairo, has been cominatdd to ex- 
uinine into the ullair, and their first opi iiou 
was ibal tba whole was a tiotion ; but upon 
further inquiries they have corae to tbe ecn- 
olusioQ that it waa actuiilly intended to asi- 
sssinaie, not onlv tho Viceroy, but also Mi 
principal mini-tors and Lther conncilloru 
wbo wcold undoabledly have acouuipanied 
bim to the theatre. Following ere the most 
aathentia fait'i of the case that have at pre- 
root transpired. The theatre bad been closed 
fur days previously, thus giving tde actors 
in tho pic.t every opporionily lor the exoou- 
tinn of tbeir plans, whiub were verv cimple. 
1 he bongo is built of wood, and the Viceroy's 
box is noaicsl to tbe slags, nn the left haijd 
side. His Highnesa's chair is on a slightly 
raised platform, and io tbe Qoor was found 
tbe Inieroal macbioe, composed of an apotL> 
ecary's mortar. At tbe bottom of tbe mor- 
tar was found a layer of gunpowder, above 
which Wbsu layer ol bullotii, upon that an- 
other layer of powder, and upon the top of 
all onothe' layer of bullet* and small pieces 
of gitss. Between each layer was placed 
paper, and a largo quantity 3f powder wus 
also stiewo about under tbe raised plutfotm, 
and eo arranged under the main sas pipe 
that Bre could soon bave Gniahcd tbe work uf 
disiruotion. A wick iuiptegnated with some 
inilamniatila nialter, was then introduced in- 
to tbo mortar, and passing duwo tba wu 1 
was bidden f uOiciontlj' bv the gas (ipH to 
PBcapo observation, whilo the other end ol 
Ibe wick was attached lo a beam near tbo 
ga<jecia the side aceos, where it could 
easily be ignited. 'I'he Commitiea nf Imiuiry 
is ftii] con'inuing its invoftijjationii, but very 
secretly, and all that has as yet iaiiiroei ly 
transpired is that Ibey aro ou the track of 
the promolera of 'ha internal Bchemo. An- 
other aitjmpt, which ha j been kept o secret 
was alao made on the Viceroy, Prince Herilier, 
and bis miiiiiiers, on April 18th, as they 
wero returning from Toraailio, and it whh 
only owing lo the intolligenoo of tbe driver 
ol the pilot engine tbat the attempt failed. 
About six miles Irom Cairo the engine ex- 
ploded a fog-signal that had been plucedui! 
the lino about a hundred yards frum a turn-- 
iog that completely bid from sight Ibe rest 
of the line un which tho Viceroy's train was 
proceeding. The engine-driver pulled up, 
but afterwardB refleo ing that the day wan 
too clear to need the uae c f Idg-.signa h, 
tturlcd again at full speed, and just in tunc, 
OB ho wsBonly woll ftirted when the loyiil 
train turned llio corner, and an accident 
would havo been inaviiablp.
